A public meeeting, convened by his Wor- 
ship the Mayor at the request of the Dunstan 
Miners’ Association, was held in the Town- 
liall on ’riiursday evening, with the object of 
gaining an expression of opinion as to the ad- 
visability or otherwise of organising a local 
Miners’ Association. Tliere waS a largo .at- 
tendance both of miners and business people. 

The Mayor, who presided, after a few ex- 
planatory remarks introduced Mr J. Alex- 
ander, Secretary to the Dunshm .iVssociation. 

Mr Alexander expressed his gratification 
at seeing so numerous an attendance. He 
stated that it was only sixteen months since 
tlie pioneer association — the Arrow — started 
into existence ; and during that period no 
less than nine others had been organised in 
various portions of the gold-fields. The 
Arrow association owed its origin to the 
Chinese diilieulty, and the others had in 
most instances been called into existence in 
order to remedy local grievances arising under 
the Gold-fields Paries and Waste Land Acts, 
'file loading objects of all tliose associations 
were tu protect local intere.sts, and to promote 
the general welfare of the mining community 
throughout the Province. The subjoets that 
had principally engaged the attention of the 
associations hitherto, were tlie reduction of 
the gold export duty, and the establishment 
of liliniiig Boards. The first of these objects 
had been partially aoconiplhlied ; but tlie 
ctTorts of the various iissnciations were greatly 
crippled, and their sphere of usefulness cir- 
cumscribed, through the diilieulty of secur- 
ing prompt and united iiction. It was in 
order to secure unity of action that the idea 
of a Mining Conference had been mooted, 
and there could be no doubt that such a con- 
ference would prove an effective and bene- 
ficial combination of mining representatives 
from a very largo section of the gold-fields. 
He did not know whether the apathy iiithertn 
displayed by the minors in the Cromwell dis- 
trict was owing to the fiict that they hail no 
local grievances to compliiiu of ; but it seemcil 
to him that if any such grievances did exist, 
they were sull'cred to work their own cure. 
Within the last week or two, however, lie 
had witnessed exhibitions travelling up ami 
down the Diiiustaii road wliioli seemed to in- 
dicate tlie existence of a very serious local 
grievance : he alluded to the impounding of 
cattle by the runlmldcrs in tlie iieighboiir- 
liood. At all evoiits, lie thought the time 
had arrived when .a miners’ association should 
be formed in this district, ami that prompt 
action should be taken in tlie matter of ai>- 
poiiitiiig a representative to attend tlie con 
ference at Lawrence. The deliberations of 
that conici’oneo would, he coinsidered, be of 
great importance to the mining impiilatiou, 
inasmuch as they would bo c:illed upon to 
make suggestions for framing iiuiiing laws, 
and would afterwards require to see tliat 
their recoiiimeiidatioiis were carried out. 
The s’peaker then read cxtr.acts from the rules 
Ilf the .\iToW mul L'liiistan associations for 
the iiiforiiuition of the meeting, and concluded 
his remarks by cxprc.ssing a hope tliat some 
•of the minors jireseut would give the moot- 
ing tlie benefit of theirviews on the subject. 

After the lapse of a few minutes, 

Mr .Tames Taylor rose to addre.ss the meet- 
ing. He regretted that none of the miners 
lireseiit had responded to Mr Alexander’s 
.siiggostidu, for he considered the object in 
view'a most Iniidahlo one. Although himself 
a “ tiinbcrmoiiger,” and tliorcfiirc not directly 
interested in the formation of an assooiatinn 
such as that proposed, he might be nlitr.vod 
to say that there were many evils existiiis' in 
tills portion of the gold-fiolihi that urgently 
recpiirod to be remedied, and ho thiuight it 
’.rim'd be well for the miners to join witli 
those of the Arrow am! Dunstan in eiideavom'i 
ing to coiisorve the intore.st.s and promote the 
pnispcrlty of the whiilo mining cominuiiity. 
Miners a.s a class were generally too remiss in 
.speaking for thcmsidves, and' too niiioh ad- 
dicted to useless gnuiihling at the Government 
of tlie day. Governaients were formed from 
aiiKiiig the people, and if they did not carry 
out the viow.s of the luajority in dealing with 
matters of general importance, the poiqile 
were thmuselves to blame. Hoecnrhiiled by 
urging fclm miners jircsent to orLunise a local 
association to co-o]icrate with those already 
furoH'd in other parts of the I’rovince. 

The Cluiirman said there was ample scope 
in the district for tlic biirratimis of a large 
and iiilhiential local .a-ssociation. He woiild 
gladly receive a motion on the subject from 
any miner ipve,sent. 

Mr Thomas Wikm, of Kawaraii Gorge, 
])riipfised “That it is dr.sirablo to form a 
Miners’ Assnriation for the Cnmnvell district, 
and that a payment of 2s. (id. per .aimimi 
c, institute immilierslii]).” 

This was secoudeii by Mr Marsh, and was 
iinaiiimoiisly carried. 

iifr .Alexander jirnjio.sed “That the name's 
of those wtlliiig to join the a.ssociation beat 
once enrolled, and an niterim committee af- 
tewar ls elected fi'oiii among.st the members," 

Seconded by Mr ,lohn Haye.s, and adopted. 

Oil tlic motion of Mr I, Wrigiit, seconded 
by Mr Hayes, it \ve..s agreed tliat the interim 
enmiiiittee should cniisist. of fifteen membei-s. 

Nearly forty names were then enrolled by 
ihe Cliairiiun, and the .snbscrlptloiis paid.
